H. S. Driver Education 

Does your child get dri. • edu- 
*ation in high school? Do you 
-hink he should? 

Many women I meat in my lec¬ 
ture tours for Shell Oil Company 
feel driver education in high 
school is a “must.” They agree 
with a top safety education execu¬ 
tive who said driver education 
should be in every high school cur- 
riculm.

He said further that “for certifi¬ 
cation of high school driver-edu¬ 
cation, states should require a 
minimum of a bachelor’s degree.” 
He also urged that “all teachers, 
regardless of their major field, 
should be required to have had 
basic teacher preparation courses 
in driver and/or safety education.” 

Noting that 46.2 per cent of all 
“eligible students” now get driver 
education in high school, he asked 
that this be extended to “all who 
can profit by it.” More full-time 
teachers are needed, he said be¬ 
cause “teachers whose time and in¬ 
terest are divided between driver 
education and other subject fields 
cannot lend the greatest profes¬ 
sional strength to driver educa¬ 
tion.” 

He concluded: “For'quality 
courses in driver education, there 
should be no question about allow¬ 
ing high school credit to students 
who successfully complete them.”

Where can you catch fish 
"•hen the summer sun turns the', 
water so hot you can practically 
brew a cup of instant coffea : 
Tight out of your favorite fish* 
ins hole? 

When the solar rays send yon 
scurrying for shade, you can ‘bet 
your last lead sinker the fish are 
doing the same. And that’s the 
tip-off to start looking for their 
cool and comfortable sanctuaries. 

According to the guys at 
Mercury outboards, who make 
knowing about such things their 
work—as weli as pleasure, you 
can predict with uncanny accur¬ 
acy exactly where fish will be 
lying during the heat of the day. 

If you’re a big lake man, just 
lower your minnow or crawdad 
right down on the bottom where 
it's cool and agreeable.
